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Council Gives Go 
Ahead to Parcel 7 
Development Plan

The city council moved ahead on 
the development of parcel 7 (near 
Boxwood Village) at its regular 
Monday, July 14, meeting. Utilizing 
budgeted revenue sharing monies, 
council authorized construction of 
a playground near the corner of 
Lastner and Ivy Lanes, together 
with purchase of equipment. 

It also authorized as required 
by county law, the preparation of 
a grading plan, and sediment con¬ 
trol plan for the parcel, using 
capital improvement fund bond 
monies. Future development of the 
parcel envisions a football or base¬ 
ball field at the southern end of 
the property near Crescent and 
Ridge roads, an open stream across 
the property, free play area, and 
buffer strips near the homes. The 
city plans to undertake the sedi¬ 
ment control work and grading 
work with public works personnel, 
as time and equipment allows. 

Land Acquisition 

Council directed the manager to 
open negotiations with the owners 
of parcels 1 and 2 (property adja¬ 
cent to the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway) for acquisition of 32.4 
acres that the city desires for open 
space. One of the problems is to 
agree upon acreage that will not 
deprive the owners of access to 
their remaining property. The city 
is also interested in acquiring part 
oi parcel 15 (near the Capital 
Beltway) . 

Bikeways 

City manager James K. Giese 
recommended that certain exist¬ 
ing trails and sidewalks within the 
city be designated for bicycle trail 
use. This trail system would in¬ 
clude the path through the Lake 
Park, across Braden Field, through 
the Lakewood stream valley, and 
the central interior walkway run¬ 
ning through the GHI homes to 
the North End of town. 

Giese cautioned that none of the 
paths meet the recommended stand¬ 
ards and design for bicycle trails 
or hiker-biker trails. However, he 
^aid, they are being used by bicy¬ 
clists, and he foresees no serious 
problems in their being marked as 
bicycle trails. Council will consid¬ 
er the matter at its next meeting 
on Monday, August 11. 

Other Matters 

Council approved the payment of 
compensation of $60 for each elec¬ 
tion judge and $45 for each election 
clerk for their work on election 
day, September 16. Also approved 
was compensation of $75 for mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Elections. El¬ 
ection judges and clerks are now 
appointed by the newly-created 
Board of Elections. Council also 
agreed to charge a fee of $3 for 
copies of the voter registration list. 

At councilman Charles Schwan’s 
suggestion, council will ask for a 
meeting with the new owners of 
the Greenbelt Shopping Center at

BOARD DISPLAYS ENERGY OF OWN 
IN FACING GHI’S FUEL PROBLEMS

In a burst of energy, the board of directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. moved ahead on several fuel conservation programs 
at its Thursday, July 10 meeting. It authorized the granting of 
a contract to Arey, Inc. for conversion of the 44-46 Ridge courts 
from steam heat to hot water, directed management to proceed 
with the replacement of seven rotary cup burners in the four 
large frame home steam heating plants, and took the initial 
steps for a North End pilot project involving the installation of a 
small variable temperature controlled hot water system in a 
court disengaged from the large steam heat plants. In addition, 
the board gave the go ahead for Phase II of the solar heat project, 


even though some GHI money v 

None of the decisions were easy, 
since many factors had to be 
considered. 

44—46 Ridge Court 

The membership at a special 
membership meeting on April 10, 
1975 had approved the expenditure 
of $105,000 for conversion of the 
20 small frame home steam plants 
south of Northway Road to varia¬ 
ble temperature hot water control. 
It had been hoped that five or six 
of these courts could be converted 
before the heating season began. 
However, because of the need to 
draw up individual specifications 
for each court, only one plant — 
44-46 Ridge — is currently in a 
position to proceed. 

And even here, the board dis¬ 
covered, the conversion could not 
be done before the heating season 
begins if it were let out for regular 
bid. Because of the urgency to 
have the conversion available for 
testing this winter for fuel savings, 
the board decided to negotiate 
for the work directly with the 
contractor, Arey, Inc., which had 
satisfactorily converted the 12 Ridge 
Court last year after being the low 
bidder. The award for the 44-46 
court was in the amount of $11,624. 

Replacing Rotary Burners 

Faced with an order from the 
State of Maryland that 11 rotary 
cup burners on steam heat plants 
in the North End be replaced by 
atomizing burners (like the Iron 
Fireman type) within the next two 
years in order to meet the State’s 
air pollution standards the GHI 
board had two choices. 

It could ask for a delay in com¬ 
pliance with the order on the 
grounds that the board was consi¬ 
dering conversion from steam heat 
to hot water or it could proceed 
with the replacement of the rotar^ 
burners in a manner that would 
maximize fuel savings. 

The board had earlier experienced 
good combustion and substantial 
fuel economy in the use of atomiz¬ 
ing burners in each of the four 
large steam plants. The board 
thus felt that replacement of the 
remaining seven rotary cup bur¬ 
ners in the large plants could be 
economically justified, even though 
the plants might eventually be con ¬ 
verted to hot water. It therefore 
asked the manager to negotiate 
with the government to proceed 
with these seven burner renter^- 
ments and leave the replacement 
of the four burners in the four 
smaller plants to a later date. GHI 
was given to understand that tb's 
proposal would be accepted by the 
State. 

Still unresolved is the means of 
financing the replacement, estima¬ 
ted to cost about $10,000 per bur¬ 
ner. The actual cost may be lower, 
since the rotary burners have a 
resale value. The finance com - 
mittee was given the task of com¬ 
ing up with recommendations. 
Methods include borrowing the 
money, asking the membership to 
use some of the money from the 
1974 deferral of GNMA mortgage 
principal payments or absorbing 
the money in next year’s budget 
(in effect, raising monthly char¬ 
ges). 

North End Pilot Project 

The decisions here were of a Jess 
urgent nature since the North End 
pilot project is not scheduled to 
begin until next spring. Never¬ 
theless, the board was strong in its 
feeling that it should gain exper¬ 
ience as fast as possible on whether 
conversion from’ steam heat to 
small oil-fired variable temperature 


ill now be involved, 
controlled hot water systems is fea¬ 
sible in the North End, where the 
frame homes are now serviced by 
four large heating plants. 

The board noted that steam heat 
is inherently less efficient than a 
hot water system. The combina¬ 
tion of the original configuration 
of the lines emanating from the 
plants, including the length of the 
lines and their running beneath 
homes, and their age have pro¬ 
duced an excessive number of 
steam leaks and significantly 
high maintenance and repair costs. 

The board therefore directed 
mangement to select a pilot court 
to be disengaged from’ one of the 
large heating plants in the North 
End, the court then to be served 
by ils own hot water heating sys¬ 
tem. Appropriate plans and speci¬ 
fications are to be developed by 
the end of the 1975-76 heating 
season. 

The board's current thinking is 
to use the remaining $32,500 of un¬ 
committed GNMA mortgage money 
for the project, if approved by the 
membership. 

Solar Heat Project 

The board was given the glum 
news that NASA (Goddard Space 
Flight Center) is unwilling to un¬ 
derwrite the entire cost of the 
Phase II solar heat project, which 
involves the purchase of solar col¬ 
lectors, excavation for tanks, and 
necessary plumbing, roofing, and 
installation work. 

Phase I, which was completely 
paid for by NASA, involved the 
installation of storm windows and 
doors on two rows of brick GHI 
homes (8 units) with the necesary 
instrumentation for measuring fuel 
savings. It is now complete. 

Higher costs than anticipated 
seem to be the major factor for 
NASA’s asking for GHI help. GHI 
president Jim Smith said that 
NASA is asking GHI to provide 
$2,350 worth of labor. In addition, 
both GHI and NASA are hopeful 
that a certain amount of voluntary 
professional help may be forth¬ 
coming from persons in the two 
organizations who have an interest 
in getting in on the ground floor 
of a solar heat project. 

After some discussion the board 
agreed that it was reasonable for 
GHI, as a beneficiary of the pro¬ 
ject, to offer its cooperative sup¬ 
port to the degree requested by 
NASA. 

Other Action 

The board agreed to proceed 
with a trim paint program for 
the townhouses, the cost of which 
will be met from the n^w homes 
reserves. In approving this work, 
which will be done bv contract 
on bids, the board turned down a 
request by some townhouse mem¬ 
bers that they be permitted to 
paint their own units. 

The board felt that the trim had 
deteriorated to such an extent that 
it would be difficult for the av¬ 
erage homeowner to meet all the 
preparatory conditions necessary 
to do an adequate repaint job. 

The board decided to no longer 
keep open the offices on Wednes¬ 
day nights in the early part of 
the month for the purpose of col¬ 
lecting members’ charges. Only 
about eight members a month on 
the average have been taking ad¬ 
vantage of this service. 

The board gave final approval 
to a regulation governing the con¬ 
ditions under which the staff will 
make information available to 
members.
